Small-nox  and  Enteric  Fevor.The  last  cases  of  these  diseases 
notified  were  three  cases  of  Snall-pox  in  1924  and  2  cases  of 
Enteric  in  1925 . 

Soarlet  Fpver.  Seven  cases  w'ere  notified  as  compared  with  2  cases 
last  year,  but  four  of  these  seven  cases  v;ere  Hull  residents 
on  holiday  at  V/i thernsevi .  All  four  were  sent  to  Hull  Isolation 
Hoiipital . 

Diphtheria.  Throe  cases  were  notified.  Two  v^ere  adults  (females) 
one  aged  55  and  the  other  47*  The  third  case  was  a  child  aged 
3  whose  parents  had  previously  refused  to  have  the  child  immu¬ 
nised  under  the  Council^  s  Immunisation  Scheme.  All  three- 
recovered,  The-  Diphtheria  scheme ( immuni sation) ,  sanctioned  by 
the  Council  in  December  1937  was  completed  in  1938* 
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Burroughs  V'/elcome  ii.P.l.  Forsphyluctic  was  chiefly  used  in  two 
doses  of  0.2  and  0.4  respectively,  with  a  four  w'eeks  interval. 

The  Shick  test  was  done  after  a  further  four  weeks  interval. 

The  scheme  was  carried  out  by  the  local  Medical  Practitioners. 

A  total  of  463  children  were  immunised  and  proved  negative  by 
the  shick  test.  Of  the  46p  children,  83  wxu'e  under  five  years. 
The  number  of  Withernsea  children  attending  V/ithernsea  Schools 
was  as  follows:-  Senior  Schooiril-l6) ...  about  200.

It  was  estimated  that  75/^  "the  school  children  had  been 
suiarcessfully  immunised.

These  cases  were  given  a  further  injection 
of  0.4  A.P.T.  and  a  month  later,  on  being  re  shick  tested,  gave 
a  negative  reaction.  Their  ages  Vi^ere  between  8-I5  years. 

Ophthalmia  Neontorum.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified  and  v;as  successfully 
treated  in  Hospital. 

Isolation  Hospital  h  Ambulance  Facilities.  There  have  been  no 
changes  in  the  previous  arrangements.

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district . 

V/ATER  SUPPLY.  Since  February  19^6,  the  public  water  supply  has 
been  obtained  under  Contract  from  the  Kingston-upon-Iiull  Corpor¬ 
ation.  The  wrater  is  brought  in  pipes  to  a  Water  Tower  situated 
about  miles  outside  the  District,  and  is  thence  distributed 
by  gravity  throughout  the  District.  The  Supply  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  total  amount  of  water 
supplied  during  the  year  was  40, 559? 000  gallons. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Nine  earth  closets  have  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year,  leaving  41  uncon¬ 
verted.  There  are,  however,  200  earth  closets  connecteo  with 
the  various  camps  in  the  District. 

COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE  &  NIGHTSOIL.  866  loads  of 
house  refuse  and  I50  loads  of  shop  refuse,  weighing  1408  tons 
and  151  tons  respectively  were  collected  by  the  tw'o-ton  Bedford 
covered  Motor  Vehicle,  and  dealt  with  at  the  Incinerator 
Station.  No  baled  tins  were  sold.  The  only  tender  received 
was  one  of  5/-  ton,  on  rail,  as  against  52/-  per  ton  on  rail 
in  1957 •  The  nightsoil  from  the  houses  and  camps  was  collected 
in  a  tank  fitted  into  the  Motor  Vehicle,  ana  deposited  outside 
the  Urban  District,  on  i  farm. 

SWIMMING  BaTHS.  The  Council  possesses  an  Orcn-Air  Swimming  Bath 
which  is  filled  with  sea  water  as  required  ana  treated  with 
”Shloros”r  There  are  no  privately  ovmed  swimming  pools  or 
batho  In  the  Urban  Area.  The  Council,  are,  hov;ever,  considering 
the  construction  of  a  modern  Swimming  Pool  with  filtration, 
sterilisation  and  heating  apparatus.
